The analysis appears to contradict 
the position of the Justice Department 
and Judge Young in the Monson case.

clear that unauthorized disclosures of 
I secret mlormaPon to reporters were 
1 crimes, as pan of a comprehensive 
overhaul of the Federal Criminal Code. 
Tne secrecy legislation died amid an 
I outcry from journalists and civil liber- 
I tarians.
